s', June 23.—The senate 


committee on privileges and elec- 
tions today considered briefly a re- 
port prepared by Senator Hoar in 
the case of Hon. H. W- Corbett 
recommending that Mr. Corbett IK> 
seated as a senator from Oregon. 
Tlie committee declined to act upon 
the report lieyond ordering that it 
be printed for the use of the com- 
mittee together with any views 
which might bo submitted by mem- 
bers opposed to Mr. Corbett. The 
result, of this proceeding will he to 
postpone further consideration of 
Mr. Curbett's claims until the next 
session. There was no formal ex- 
pression of the committee to this 
effect but there is a general under- 
standing that such is the case. 


Tlie resolution of Mr. Hale, of 


Maine, relative to restricting the 
privileges of ex-senators on the 
Boor of the senate to those not in- 
terested in legislation and claims, 
was referred without comment to 
the committee on rules. 


Consideration of the wool sched- 


ule was resumed at paragraph 370, 
relating to aubnsson, axntinster, 
moquette and chenille carpets. Mr. 
Vest, of Missouri, moved to strike 
out the specific rate. The vote was 


24, four short of quorum. There 


was some delay in announcing the 
result, owing to the anxiety to se- 
cure a quorum, bnt Mr. Vest insist- 
ed on a speedy announcement, re- 
marking that the suffering country 
could not wait while republican 
senators mustered a quorum.
